unconstitutional iu the opiniou oi the ruling dy 
naaty [laughter], but it is not unconstitutional to 
pay a man $500 to collect one- [ Laagbthcf .

Fanaticism in Egyit.— The following a.cotint 
of the great fauatic close of the Moohede' Neb- 
be fes'.ival, in Egypt, is from the "Memoir and 
Letters of the late Thouias Seddon, irtist.*' ■ 
work lately published in England: 

This morning the Sheikh rodo over the pros- 
trate bo lies of the fanatics. After wandering 
about the fair with Fletcher, *e met a Mr. (Lieu- 
tenant) Burton, who knowing the Arabic Ian 
guagc thoroughly, has taken the dress. Finding 
the door of the Sheikh's house open, wc went 
in and found a great many Europeans there, wiih 
a crowd of Arabs, Kwasscs, dervishes, and men 
and boys of all nations. Seatt were ranged on 
each side for the European. We came in at 
about eleven, and had to wait more than two 
hours before the Sheikh arrived. During the 
intervals a number of jugglers and serpent tam 
ers performed their evolutions. Two meu, very 
wildly dressed, went through some very bad 
sword aud buckler exorcise.' Then men MM B1 
with pointed iron spikes, about fifteen inches 
long, with a large knob of iron at one end, gar 
nished with short chains. These they «tuck iu 
the corner of their eyes, ^.td twirled them round; 
then they dug the pointed end against their heads 
and bodies; then a man lay down and they placed 
tbe pointed end on his stomach, whilst a roan 
stood upon it, then they held four or five on the 
ground, point uppermost, and the juggler* walked 
on them; they then brought in their skewers, and 
thru3t them throuzh their cheeks and arms, and 
through the flesh op their bodies.— -having strip- 
ped to the waist. 

"The perform u ii. .■ MfJB Ma a»frt Wf aal 
gusting; they foamed at the mouth, and seemed 
to become intoxicated, falling back into the arms 
of those behiud them, apparently fainting. One 
man howled, growled like a lion, and raved like 
a maniac This continued for sometime, when 
the serpent men came in with the 'asps round 
their necks; and then some of the fanatics rush 
ed on the snakes and tore them with their teeth, 
and when four or five men held them back, they 
struggled fearfully and tried to bite them.

By the time that a compact mass was formed, 
half a dozen turbauned Dervishes, with long 
sticks, rushed in over them, andtb*n tbe Sheikh, 
on horseback, a man leading bis frightened horse, 
who trod heavily, like-a horse pacing though a 
bog. H* swerved and trod on one man's Mai, 
and on the legs of others The Sheikh sat lying 
back, as if siuplfied and in pain, dressed in huge 
green turban, and supported by a dervish outach 
side. Some of the men were lifted up, as if hurt, 
and all seemed t<> be, or to sham, an intoxicat- 
ed ecstacy

Whether 
in the dry details of the law, or in lucid exposi- 
tion of tacts, or in cogent and persuasivo ap 
peals to juries, or in harangues to popular as- 
semblies, ho was equally at home. No one ex- 
celled him in pleasing promiscuous audiences, 
(lis store of anecdote was ever readv and per- 
fectly inexhaustible, and nothing could stand be 
fore the impetuosity of his invective, ridicule, 
and railery. Oftentimes, aud not for minutes 
only but hours, he has kept the court, jury, mem 
bers of the bar, aud crowd of listeners over- 
whelmed in inextinguishable laughter. 

ln 1 844 Gen. P. was the Democratic candidate 
for Lieutenant Governor, and, as auch, made 
speeches iu every county iu tho State. He was a 
man of spotless integrity, and held various 
othce.-.. i;: all of which he discharged his duties 
with the strictest honcstv and fidelity. Ba was 
sociable, liberal, charitable, aud cherished none 
but the kindlier feeliugs of the heart. He free 
iy forgave the most blighting injuries and never 
forgot the favors shown him. He was a devoted 
husband, a fond father and a true friend. In 
every capacity of his life ho made himself a use 
ful member to society, and the community gen 
erally ha; c sustained a great loss in hie" death. 
His disease, that of dropsy of the chest, caused 
him to suffer great agony of body, but he died 
calmly, sereuely, happily. His "last utterances 
were of his abiding confidence in God, and de- 
lightful, ecstatic visions of the future. He was 
buried yesterday evening at 5 o'clock, and his 
remain* were followed to their last resting place 
by u numerous throng of citizens, members of 
the bar. offices of the Court, and as the milHar*

Deata 01 John Lewis ol Llangollen. 
It is with much regret that we record the death 
ol John Lewis Esq., which occurred at his resi- 
dence in this city on Sunday the 15th lust., and 
we cannot let this occasion pass without a notice 
at some length of this good and wise man. Mr. 
Lewis was formerly of Llangollen, Spottaylvanie 
County. Virginia, born on the 25th of Feburary, *U 
1764. he was consequently in the 75th year of 
his age. He was the eon of Col- Zachary Lewis, 
of Belair, In Spottsylvania County. His father 
was the messmate of Gen. Washington in the 
war with the French, and bequeathed to his son 
his small sword worn at that time, and his pow- 
der horn with looking glass in the reverse which 
was used by the Chieftain and himself at their 
camp toilet. These relics, prized for their asso- 
ciations, have been carefully preserved to this 
time; and bequeathed to two of his grandsons, 
who are named after him. Having caught the 
military ardor of his father, we find him in 1813 
il command of a troop of horse, and entrusted 
with watcbiugthc movnmenuof the British Fleet 
in the Potomac, which was attempting constant 
depredations on the adjoining country. While 
so engaged he was afflicted with camp lever 
which brought him to the verge of the grave; 
and he was thus prevented from further partici- 
pation in the mil i tan operations of that day In 
early life he was engaged actively in the prac- 
tice of the law, but having a natural fondness 
for teachint; he established n High School 
for young men at Llangollen, in V 
and for many years taught 
ginia's moil noble sons, earning a reputation as 
an instructor equaled by few, and unsurpassed by 
none. He declined several offers of the Profes 
torehitw of Colleges in his native State, preferring 
to teach his school at home. Removing to George 
town, Kentucky, in 1832, he thero established a 
Female Academy, but retaining his lore for the 
country, iu a few years he came to this vicinity, 
and has, with a short intermission, continued at 
his post until the last. He seemed to seek no 
pleasure above that of imparting to the young his 
varied and extensive knowledge. He was a fine 
Classical scholar and Mathematician, was well 
acquainted with the French, Spanish, and Italian 
latiguages, unusually so with the physical 
Sciences, and in the department of Belle Lettre 
his acquirements were unsurpassed by any one 
within our knowledge.
